CTA Red, Purple Line 
riders could see longer 
commutes for 1 year

For the next year, the CTA may want to re- 
consider renaming the Purple Line Express to 
something that sounds slower. 

Starting March 9, North Side riders of Pur- 
ple Line Express and Red Line trains could 
see two to six minutes added onto their morn- 
ing rush-hour commute into downtown Chi- 
cago as the CTA spends the year rebuilding 
the Wilson stop in Uptown and nearby track, 
the transit agency will announce Thursday 

Northbound Red and Purple Line Express 
service won’t be affected in this phase of the 
project and the Wilson stop will remain open 
during construction, CTA spokesman Brian 
Steele said. 

The Wilson station is being rebuilt over 
three years in a $203 million project that will 
become a new permanent stop for the Purple 
Line Express. 

Upcoming construction will slow morning 
travel into the Loop for several reasons. First, 
the Purple Line Express and Red Line trains 
will be sharing the same track between the 
Lawrence stop in Uptown and the Belmont 
stop in Lakeview— about 2 miles. 

On top of that, the Purple Line Express 
will make three additional stops on the North 
Side— at the Wilson, Sheridan and Addison 
stations. 

“The only impacts that people will see is 
during the a.m. rush,” Steele said. “Neither of 


the impacts will add a significant additional 
travel time.” 

The announcement comes two days after 
Mayor Emanuel was forced into an April run- 
off because he failed to secure enough votes in 
Tuesday’s election. For commuters, some who 
also are voters, the project could either be a 
convenience— thanks to reroutes that offer 
more options to get into the Loop— or a frus- 
tration because of longer travel times. 

Riders who probably will see their com- 
mute times increase the most, Steele said, are 
those who travel southbound on the Purple 
Line Express between the Howard station 
in Rogers Park and the Belmont stop in the 
mornings. 

Purple Line Express trains run only on 
weekdays during morning and evening rush- 
hour commutes between the Linden station 
in suburban Wilmette and the Loop. The rest 
of the time. Purple Line trains stop only be- 
tween the Linden and Howard stations. 

Purple Line Express riders may see four to 
six minutes added to their morning rush-hour 
commute while Red Line riders will see their 
commute expand by two to four minutes, 
Steele said. 

Riders who may appreciate the change 
are those who board southbound trains at 
the Wilson, Sheridan and Addison stations, 
which log a combined 18,700 entries on a 
typical weekday Riders at those stations will 
have the option of boarding southbound Red 
or Purple Line trains— and see more frequent 
train service and possibly less crowding on 
Red Line trains. 


During the project, the CTA will run the 
same number of Red and Purple Line Express 
trains that it normally does, Steele said. The 
transit agency is working on a schedule to 
stagger Purple Line trains, which run less fre- 
quently in between Red Line trains. 

Purple Line Express trains operate south- 
bound between 5:20 a.m. and 9:30 a.m. and 
2:30 p.m. and 6:30 p.m. 

North Side Red Line stops typically log 
a combined 129,000 entries on an average 
weekday according to CTA data. 

About 10,100 riders enter the Purple Line 
—heading north or south on the line-in the 
northern suburbs on an average weekday ac- 
cording to CTA data. 

The CTA began working on the Wilson 
station project in the fall by completing util- 
ity and foundation work. 

During the upcoming phase of the project, 
which is expected to last until spring 2016, 
the CTA will demolish and reconstruct the 
southbound Purple Line Express track and 
construct temporary entrances to the sta- 
tion on the north and south sides of Wilson 
Avenue. 

In future phases, the CTA will demolish 
and reconstruct the north- and southbound 
Red Line tracks and the northbound Purple 
Line track. 

When the project is complete, by the end 
of 2017, the Wilson stop will be accessible for 
riders with disabilities, thanks to the installa- 
tion of elevators. 

“It’s an exciting project,” Steele said.

Nitpicking feminism 
helps the conversation 


As women, there’s a 
universal experience 
that binds us: that of 
being and experienc- 
ing life as the lesser 
gender. 

Not lesser by vir- 
tue, mind you, but by 
supposition. History 
dictates the sway, and 
men continue their 
rule. As feminists (the 
ones thirsty for equal- 
ity, not dominance), 
we hope to dismantle this standard. And for 
many that means casting aside the things 
that divide us as women— race, presentation, 
sexuality— and making our 
unifying quest for patriar- 
chy-quashing the foremost 
Problem To Fix. 

There’s also a common 
belief that challenging our 
well-meaning allies does 
nothing but disbar this 
agenda. Case in point: 

Patricia Arquette’s divisive 
Oscars acceptance speech 
and follow-up pressroom 
comments. During the 
ceremony Sunday Arquette 
(who picked up a Best Sup- 
porting Actress statue for 
“Boyhood”) used her plat- 
form to discuss the gender 
wage gap and her desire to 
even the playing field. “We 
have fought for everybody 
else’s equal rights,” she read 
from a pre-written speech. 

“It’s our time to have wage 
equality once and for all, 
and equal rights for women 
in the United States of 
America.” Cue Meryl 
Streep furiously applauding and Twitter 
exploding to the tune of “hell yeah.” 

It was a powerful moment, but her state- 
ments at a backstage press conference after 
her win cast a shadow on the message: “It’s 
time for aU the women in America— and 
the men who love women and all the gay 
people and people of color we’ve all fought 
for— to fight for us now.” Aaaaaaaand needle 
screech. Women took back to the Internet to 
disparage her wording and declare Arquette 


the new face of “white feminism,” while 
others rushed to her defense, quick to point 
out that she was put on the spot and coming 
from a good place. 

This kind of dialogue is exactly what needs 
to happen. Calling Arquette out isn’t hurting 
our desire for equal pay or derailing our femi- 
nist endgame. Acknowledging the problems 
in mainstream feminism creates a conversa- 
tion. It reminds us that words matter. 

Arquette wrote her speech out ahead of 
time. She thought about what she was going 
to say She was on the fly sure, but after a 
string of successive wins and a frontrunner 
status in her category, she came to the Oscars 
knowing she probably was going to say the 
words on that piece of paper. She chose to 
use her celebrity to get 
political. And because she 
willingly cast a light on her- 
self, there’s nothing wrong 
with faulting her for not 
only asking minorities to 
cast aside their problems to 
fight for women (especially 
tone-deaf at a ceremony 
getting heat for its abun- 
dant whiteness), but for 
erasing the queer women 
and women of color who 
also deserve equal pay — 
and who’ll have a way 
harder time getting it. 

I refuse to accept this 
generalized idea that our 
solitary goal as feminists is 
to dismantle the patriarchy 
at all costs. Aside from the 
problematic need to rank 
our goals, it’s also backward 
as hell to think that any 
march in the right direc- 
tion is inherently a good 
one even when it’s riddled 
with problems — like Ar- 
quette’s speech. 

To cast aside our differences as women, 
as she did, is to ignore and erase them. The 
experience of being a woman of color or a 
queer woman is a variable of being a feminist, 
and those distinctions don’t melt away when 
you start identifying as one. They color the 
shades of feminism, they add to the stories; 
without them we’re a faceless revolution. 
With them, we’re a people.

Emanuel-Garcia showdown

What Chicagoans can 
expect in runoff election

With no winner emerging from Tuesday’s 
mayoral election, Chicagoans are in for six 
more weeks of campaigning that “might get 
ugly” as incumbent Rahm Emanuel and Cook 
County Commissioner Jesus “Chuy” Garcia 
jockey for votes, one political expert says. 

Voters got a glimpse of the negative attack 
ads from Emanuel in the weeks leading up 
to the Eeb. 24 election. Political consultant 
Delmarie Cobb, who opposes Emanuel but 
did not work for one specific challenger this 
election, speculates that Emanuel may try to 
smear Garcia before Garcia can define him- 
self to voters. 

“I think it might get ugly” she said. 

If Emanuel goes that route, he’ll be walk- 
ing a fine line, Cobb said, adding that he 
risks further reinforcing people’s negative 
views of him. 

Other experts say residents could see more 
political ads, greater voter outreach and a la- 
ser beam focus on the candidates thanks to a 
less crowded field leading to the April 7 run- 
off election between Emanuel and Garcia; 
in addition, 19 aldermanic races are facing a 
runoff because no one candidate won more 
than 50 percent of the vote Tuesday 

On Tuesday none of the five mayoral candi- 
dates emerged with more than 50 percent of 
the vote. So the two top vote-getters —Eman- 
uel with 45.3 percent and Garcia with 33.9 
percent— now will have to debate the issues 


and persuade the voters of unsuccessful can- 
didates to back them, according to experts. 

“Voters will have a much clearer idea of 
what they’re choosing,” said Dick Simpson, 
political science professor at UIC, who has 
contributed to the campaigns of Garcia and 
the defeated Bob Eioretti. 

With only 464,000 Chicagoans casting 
ballots out of 1.4 million registered voters, 
experts expect a greater push to get more 
people to the polls. 

Going door to door and having personal 
contact, particularly on the Garcia side, will 
make a difference, he said. Garcia, who is 
less well-known, needs to double up on his 
efforts to contact voters and talk to them 
about their issues Simpson said. 

“We’re looking forward to round two and 
a good set of debates, hopefully,” Garcia said 
Wednesday as reported by the Tribune. 

Excitement is predicted to build for the 
mayor’s race, Cobb said. “People are going 
to be far more engaged and we realize vic- 
tory is within reach. Everybody has to be all 
in and you cannot sit on sidelines these next 
six weeks,” she said. 

On Tuesday, Emanuel made note of the 
work that’s ahead for him. 

“Eor those who voted for someone else, I 
hope to earn your confidence and your sup- 
port in the weeks to come,” he said. 

Here are three things voters can expect 
leading up to the April 7 runoff: 

More ads: Emanuel still has a hefty war 
chest to use for ads, and voters could expect 
more negative ads like he launched at the tail

end of the first round. Don Rose, a political 
consultant for Garcia’s campaign, said his 
campaign will lay out differences between 
the two candidates, which Simpson expects 
to be more like a comparison, not personal 
attacks. 

Pursuit of the black vote: Candidates will 
be looking to court the African-American 
vote. Cobb said the black community rep- 
resents the margin of victory The morning 
after the election, Emanuel was back on the 
campaign trail, stopping by the 95th Street 
Red Line stop on the South Side. 

Political ploys: As incumbent, Emanuel 
has an advantage of announcing new pro- 
grams and unveiling city projects in his role 
as mayor, attracting media attention. De- 
spite announcements of the Red Line ex- 
pansion and the presidential proclamation 
of the Pullman National Historic Landmark 
District, Rose said it wasn’t enough to win 
over voters. Look for the candidates to fur- 
ther debate on issues of crime and the city’s 
financial woes.

Live homicides were reported in Chicago in 
the past week, with one each in Englewood 
and West Englewood, a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data found. 

West Englewood has logged three homi- 
cides so far this year, behind North Lawn- 
dale and Austin on the West Side and Rose- 
land on the South Side, which each have 
logged four homicides— the most of any 
Chicago community area. 

West Englewood logged 26 homicides 
last year, up from 21 killings in 2013, accord- 
ing to RedEye data. 

Englewood has reported two homicides 
so far this year. The South Side community 
recorded 21 homicides last year, down from 
23 killings in 2013, according to RedEye data. 

Counting January totals, the city has seen 
48 homicides, to date, versus 40 killings in 
the same period in 2014, according to Red- 
Eye data.

FBI: 3 planned to kill in 
U.S. If unable to join IS 

Three men were arrested Wednesday on charges of plotting to travel 
to Syria to join the Islamic State group and wage war against the U.S., 
and federal officials said one of them spoke of shooting President 
Obama or planting a bomb on Coney Island. 

Akhror Saidakhmetov was arrested at Kennedy Airport, where 
he was attempting to board a flight to Istanbul, authorities said. Ab- 
durasul Hasanovich Juraboev had a ticket to travel to Istanbul next 
month and was arrested in Brooklyn, federal prosecutors said. The 
two were held without bail after a brief court appearance in New York. 

A third defendant, Abror Habibov, 30, is accused of helping fund 
Saidakhmetov’s efforts and was ordered held without bail in Florida. 

The three are charged with attempt and conspiracy to provide ma- 
terial support to a terrorist organization. If convicted, each faces a 
maximum of 15 years in prison. 

“This is real,” said William Bratton, commissioner of the New Y)rk 
Police Department. “This is the concern about the lone wolf, inspired 
to act without ever going to the Mideast.” 

The Justice Department has charged about 20 people in the past year 
with planning to travel to the Middle East to fight alongside militants. 

Federal prosecutors say they believe Juraboev, 24, planned to travel 
from Turkey to Syria to join the terror group. Prosecutors say Saida- 
khmetov, 19, also threatened an attack in the U.S. if he was unable to 
join the Islamic State. Juraboev’s plans included attacks against Obama 
or planting a bomb on Coney Island, officials said.

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Winter, shminter— 
Chicago bar latches on 
to new way to get ‘stoned’

Chris Latchford remembers his busi- 


ness partner’s reaction when he told 
them he wanted to open a curling rink 
in the beer garden of their West Loop 
bar, Kaiser Tiger. 

“He thought I was a (bleeping] lunatic,” 
he said. 

Latchford installed a pair of curling rinks 
on the patio a month ago, hoping to give 
Chicagoans a chance to engage in one of the 
city’s most beloved summer traditions — out- 
door drinking— while giving his bar a unique 
attraction for customers. 

“If you can’t beat winter, you need to join 
it,” he said. “When I found out that I can 
be open with the beer garden all year long, I 
started thinking about what would be pretty 
cool to put out there. For some reason ice 
curling came into my brain.” 

Early returns suggest that from a business 
perspective, Latchford would have been 
more of a lunatic for not acting on his idea. 

Kaiser Tiger’s beer garden was a hive of ac- 
tivity on a recent weekend, a sharp contrast 
to other beer gardens across the city that 
have sat dormant most of the winter. Cheers, 
groans and laughter echoed throughout the 
patio as dozens headed outside to drink and 
slide stones across a sheet of ice, or crowd 
around a fire pit. 

“This is something fun to do, have a beer 
in your hand and throw some stones around,” 
said Laura Miller, a 29 -year-old Lincoln Park 
resident who, like everyone else with whom 
RedEye spoke, was trying her hand at curling 
for the first time. 

“I think it’s an indication of how people 
are just dying to do something, dying to be 
out there in the elements having some fun,” 
Latchford said. “From the moment we set 
it up, people have been out there no matter 
what the weather.” 

The kind of curling you can do at Kai- 
ser Tiger isn’t like the kind you see in the 
Olympics, however. With traditional curling, 
one player slides the stone at the target while 
their teammates use brooms to sweep the ice 
and guide the stone in a given direction. 

At Kaiser Tiger’s rink, people aren’t al- 
lowed on the ice and there is no sweeping 
involved. Instead, one player stands on a 
rubber mat and slides the stone, using just 


the right amount of touch to score the most 
points. It’s a safety issue. 

As a result, technique becomes less of a 
priority, with players simply winging it and 
hoping for the best. 

“It’s like feeling the ice,” said 31-year-old 
Huy Tong of Albany Park, who came to the 
bar with a group of buddies specifically to 
check out the curling rinks. “I do wish it was 
more like the traditional you’ve gotta sweep 


and everything, but this is fun.” 

It costs $15 for 30 minutes of curling, and 
the rinks are first come, first served. 

Latchford said he plans on keeping the 
rinks open through at least mid-March, 
weather permitting. The bar’s first go-round 
with offering the sport has been so success- 
ful, however, that he’s already planning for 
next winter. 

“I’ve already found a chiller for next year 


so basically it will be a frozen rink no matter 
what the temperatures are outside,” he said. 
“I’m hoping next year we’ll open it up on 
Halloween and we’ll have it go all the way 
through until St. Patrick’s Day at least.”

2015 likely a lost cause with Kane, Rose sidelined 

RedEye 

Feb. 24, 2015, likely will be known as Black Tuesday to most Chicago sports fans— at least 
until the Bulls or Blackhawks win another title. For now, the city and teammates of Patrick 
Kane and Derrick Rose are left to make the best of the emotions and realities that remain 
in the wake of their injuries. 


SHOCK 

Rose’s injury, like Kane’s, stretched across his 
sport. 

“Honestly, I was almost in tears,’’ former 
Bull Luol Deng said. “It’s different when you 
know the guy that well.’’ 

ANGER 

Unlike in Rose’s case, the Blackhawks know 
how Kane was injured-Florida’s Alex Petrovic 
cross-checked him into the boards, drawing 
a penalty. 

“You get ticked off when the best player in 
the league gets hit like that,’’ Hawks forward 
Kris Versteeg said. “People pay a lot of money 
to watch Patrick Kane play. It’s never good 
when he’s out of the lineup, not only for us 
but for the league.’’ 

ACCEPTANCE 

Bulls veteran forward Pau Gasol summed 
up the team’s feelings on Rose’s injury 
Wednesday. 

“Right now, we just support him and we 
wish that everything goes well, the surgery 
goes well and he recovers successfully and 
well,’’ he said. “Right now, that’s all we can do. 


try to keep our minds in the game and then 
do our best on the floor so we can continue 
to make progress as a team.’’ 

PATIENCE 

» Rose’s timetable will be determined once he 
undergoes surgery. According to Chicago 
orthopedic surgeons, there are two options. 
Removing the torn cartilage would allow 
Rose to return in as little as six weeks but 
carries longer-term risks, while repairing 
the tear would keep him off the court the 
rest of the season. 

» The Blackhawks said Kane underwent suc- 
cessful surgery to repair his broken left 
clavicle Wednesday. Dr. Michael Terry, who 
performed the operation, said in a state- 
ment he expects Kane’s recovery to take 
approximately 12 weeks. 

REGROUPING 

Clearly both teams still hope to make noise 
in the postseason. And working in Kane and 
Rose’s favor is that they’re both 26 years old 
and presumably have prime years ahead of 
them. But their teammates likely are on their 
own if they plan on winning titles in 2015.

Central Division by a half-game over 
Cleveland. Aaron Brooks (10.6 points per 
game) and Kirk Hinrich (6.5) collectively will 
fill Rose’s shoes. It’s also possible the Bulls 
will sign a free agent such as Mike James to 
provide depth. 

» The Blackhawks recalled forward Teuvo 
Teravainen from Rockford in Kane’s ab- 
sence. The 20-year-old has two goals and 
two assists in 15 games with the Hawks this 
season, and his skill set has been compared 
to Kane’s.

Those 
are false equivalencies for people looking for 
anything to stick.

Even though the events of Tuesday were 
demoralizing to local sports fans, we should 
be proud Kane and Rose have made names for 
themselves before our very eyes.

Lighter than expected 

What I did not anticipate was that Jacob- 
son’s menu, like him (he’s a lanky NBA- 
friendly 6 foot 8 inches tall with a warm, 
funny presence in the dining room), would 
be lithe and refreshing. He calls his approach 
“rustic refined,” which seemed like a nice 
headline for a Dwell magazine article on 
modern cabins, but what was it supposed to 
mean food-wise? As I ate, Jacobson’s food 
reminded me of a next-level finessed vision 
of the kind of hippie cuisine that came out of 
California’s Chez Panisse, a kind of modern 
forager’s food, the kind served at Noma in 
Denmark and most recently at Elizabeth 
here in Chicago. This makes sense, since 
Jacobson is from California, staged (restau- 
rant speak for interned) at Noma for a short 
period and recently struck up a friendship 
with Elizabeth chef/owner Iliana Regan as he 
was launching his menu at Intro. 

Intro was no biblical 20 -plus course 
Escoffier-like banquet, but rather a focused 
and very enjoyable five-course haiku.

CJ Jacobson is first up at new rotating chef experiment Intro

For a lot of restaurants in Chicago, the first year in business looks like this: pre-opening hype, opening month 
buzz, slow fade into the background. Diners’ attention spans are short and before long, they’re moving on to 
the next hot spot. Channeling the fleeting spirit of a pop-up restaurant, Lettuce Entertain You replaced its fine- 
dining destination L2O in Lincoln Park with Intro, a nimble new rotating-chef experiment. The concept, menu 
and chef— an up-and-comer from out of town— would rotate every few months and meals would be ticketed 
for a given night and time. First up: a pre-fixe menu from former “Top Chef” star CJ Jacobson, aka Big Ceej. 


early fish courses at L20. 

But, this is winter in the Midwest. Suste- 
nance is a must, and Jacobson followed the 
fluke with a dark ceramic bowl of potato 
garnished with crispy chicken skin and 
lilly pad-shaped mugwort leaves. Though 
mugwort sounds like an ingredient from 
Harry Potter’s potions class, it’s very much a 
forest floor herb that lent a bitter, aromatic 
quality to the heavier elements on the plate. 
Instead of mashing the potato, it was riced 
in to wispy curls that melted on my tongue. 
Because Jacobson’s cuisine is so detailed and 
each of the elements precisely defined, there 
is little to hide behind— which meant a few 
bits of soggy chicken skin really stuck out.

yet, you should consider doing so before 
Jacobson moves on in a couple months. And 
after that, Intro seems like a great chance 
to get a glimpse of up-and-coming, talented 
chefs from out of town.

As for those aronia berries, they rimmed a 
plate of rutabaga “ramen” steeped in an oxtail 
“tea” poured tableside. I liked their acidity 
which lifted the sweet beefy oxtail broth. Un- 
fortunately the server poured the oxtail broth 
around the edge of the bowl and not over the 
rutabaga noodles. At first bite, the rutabaga 
noodles were unseasoned and starchy— until 
I mixed it all together so that the salty broth 
seasoned everything in the bowl. 

A fine finish 

The last two courses were unimpeachable. I 
really dug the lobster course featuring a tiny 
buttery lobster’s claw and medallions of tail 
meat covered in a bubbly buttermilk whey 
flanked by slivers of black trumpet mush- 
room and a swoosh of cumin-spiced, garlicky 
sauce. And then, of course, dessert. 

The thing I find amusing about “Top 
Chef” is that every season, there’s a dessert 
challenge that stumps the primarily savory- 
cooking group of chefs. It’s hard to imagine 
that challenge stopping Jacobson, for his final 
course, featuring fizzy kombucha, cool juni- 
per snow and tiny hunks of rich chocolate 
fudge garnished with sunflower petals, was 
one of the more imaginative and satisfying 
desserts I’ve had in a while. RPM Steak wine 
director Richard Hanauer’s alcoholic bever- 
age pairings were all very good, but none 
better than the 1985 Montilla-Moriles pedro 
ximenez sherry The wine was thick, almost 
like balsamic vinegar, and had a nutty quality 
that paired well with the chocolate. 

Opening jitters 

The risk of opening Intro in the L2O space is 
that, no matter how hard Lettuce Entertain 
You tries to separate the experiences, many 
people will come in saddled with the high ex- 
pectations of Michelin two-starred L2O. My 
meal for two including one alcoholic and one 
non-alcoholic beverage pairing with tax and 
service fee was $251.94. (Tables are booked 
viaTock, a ticketing system developed by 
Alinea and Next partner Nick Kokonas). 
While I dined during Intro’s first week open, 
at these price levels, it still seemed fair to 
expect a similar L20 -level of service. My 
experience was a mixed bag, with some drink 
pairing snafus and utensil-clearing issues. On 
the flipside, I loved the fact that Jacobson 
spent a lot of time in the dining room deliver- 
ing plates, explaining his food and talking 


Rich Melman sees Intro as an opportunity 
for young chefs to practice as if they’re 
opening their own restaurants. As such, 
they’re not only responsible for the menu, 
but also collaborate on things such as 
menu design, music and drink pairings. 
Chef CJ Jacobson, who once wrote music 
reviews for Filter magazine and worked 
at the college radio station at his alma 
mater Pepperdine, tackled the dining 
room soundtrack. Here’s a sample of his 
favorite cuts, and comments on why he 
picked them for the nightly playlist, which 
ranged from Billy Joel to Sonic Youth. 


“We’re Leaving” by DeVotchKa 

“A great band with a truly international 
sound, I like how this song pushes the va- 
riety. The horns section on this track kills. 
This song, with its mariachi flare, was orig- 
inally put on for Rich [Melman] because 
he loves when I cook Mexican style fare. 
Whenever he is in, it ends up playing.” 


“That’s Entertainment” by Silkworm 

“One of my favorite bands of all time ... 
[The] guitar work on all their stuff kills. 
Plus, I believe they still live here and I’d be 
honored if they would stop in.” 


“One Piece at a Time” by Johnny Cash 

This song is about a couple of GM as- 
sembly line workers who steal parts from 
their job and build a patchwork Cadillac 
over 24 years, Jacobson said. “Such a fun 
song. We aim to make the dinner deli- 
cious but also fun.” 


“Rattied by the Rush” by Pavement 

“A band very close to my heart. I love 
Pavement for their effortless creativity. 
When brainstorming. Pavement is always 
in the mix.” 


^CJ Jacobson serves as executive chef for Girasol, a restaurant in Studio City, 
Calif. From using foraged ingredients to serving a lighter style of cuisine, 
he’s brought a lot of West Coast influence to the Midwestern Intro restau- 
rant experience. One of the best imports has been a non-alcoholic juice pair- 
ing ($30) featuring custom mixes of juices from West Loop’s Harvest Juicery. 
“Right now, it feels like if you don’t drink alcohol, you get left behind at the 
party,” Jacobson said. “I wanted to do something about that.” My favorite 
juice of the night was a burgundy-hued beet-ginger-thyme elixir paired with 
the oxtail “tea” broth, rutabaga “noodles” and aronia berries course.

“Dreaming Spies,” -feleased last week, is 
13th book in her Mary Russell series, which fea- 
tures a young woman whose rela- 
tionship with Sherlock Holmes 
grows from mentor/apprentice to 
husband/wife. 

For King, “Dreaming Spies” is 
a return to the series after three 
years. During that time, she ed- 
ited with Leslie S. Klinger “In the 
Company of Sherlock Holmes,” 
a collection of Holmes-inspired 
short stories by other writers. 

The anthology gained national 
attention when Klinger refused 
to pay a licensing fee to Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
estate, according to Reuters. The 7th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago ruled that 50 of 
the earlier Holmes stories are in the public 
domain, meaning elements and characters in 
those stories are “fair game for foUow-on au- 
thors,” according to the decision. 



On the court’s ruling: I think that it’s nice to 
have that it’s opened up now so that there is 
no longer what the judge calls extortion going 
on by the Conan Doyle estate. I make my 
living off of royalties so I certainly respect the 
concept of copyright. On the 
other hand, I don’t expect my 
great-great-grandchildren to hold 
the copyright to what I have. 


On how readers surprise her: 

People are willing to play “the 
game” so thoroughly “The 
game” ... is Sherlock Holmes was 
real. Dr. Watson was his house- 
mate and biographer, and Conan 
Doyle was merely his literary 
agent. ... It applies also to Mary 
Russell, that she is real, ... the two of them are 
still alive, living on the Sussex Downs, and in 
fact ... she has a very active Twitter account. 

On pushing the bounds of Sherlock Holmes* 
character: Holmes in a night club dancing hot 
jazz would be beyond what I could imagine.
